Many 
of the unem ployed are under-educated, possessed of -kills 
in obsolete industries, or possessed only of the ability to do 
unskilled labor 
for Which there is les* need all the time. 
The unemployed often also perpetuate unemployment by 
their attitudes toward various kinds of work and various 
levels of pay. Used to high wages coerced from employer» by 
monopoly unions, some unemployed will not take jobs at less 
pav even when they re available. 1 hey have come to regard 
high wage- as their due. regardless of their abilities. 
Government, too. makes unemployment through high tax 
rates which drain o f f money that would otherwise he invest­ 
ed in new facilities. 
Do employers m aU 
unemployment? Som etim es, through 
bad Judgment. But iu> employer wants to make unemploy­ 
ment. Each w ishes his b u s i n e s s to grow and employ as many 
people as it profitably cart. 
T he trouble in many ot the schemes designed to deal with 
unemployment is that they don’t get at the root causes o f 
preventable unemployment, nor consider the caprices of cus­ 
tomers, nature and governm ent which e ffect it. 
As a rule of thumb, a million dollars o f private investment 
will do more good than a million dollars of government pro­ 
gram.

ions. For m ore than 5u years, the 
laws 
of the 
U.S., 
have 
been 
strengthened constantly to protect 
the public against th e possibility 
of dt velopm en of monopoly pow ­ 
er in business. Under today’s iaw- 
there 
is 
no 
legal 
protection 
against the monopoly power of la­ 
bor unions unless the unions exert 
thi> power m collusion with e m ­ 
ployers. 
"This double standard of law, 
which mak. s identical actions il­ 
legal if performed by one organi­ 
zation and legal if perform ed by 
a n o t h e r , obviously cannot 
be 
right. The public deserve- protec­ 
tion from monopolies no m a tte r 
froni w hat q u a rte r they threaten. 
"It i 
evident that a union, to 
be effective, m u st not be subsan- 
ially 
w eaker than 
the em ployer 
with 
which 
it 
m ust 
deal. 
But 
there 
are 
m any 
unions 
today 
which are overwhelmingly strong­ 
er than the em ployers with which 
they m ust deal. 
"in the m a s production indus­ 
tries

with each other, while in m ost 
such 
industries one

with all employers and holds bai-
